Tha beginning of the cranberry har- 
vost Jn KOulharn and western Now Jer- 
sey Is tha terror of elderly hofjpwive* 
and the Joy of the younger giWatlon. 
Unless restrained by an Iron-bound 
eon tract, domestic* break away from 
their temporary htrmea and hasten to 
Join tho small armies of c ran harry 
pickers that gather oh tlio various 
plantations. In the western part of 
tha state Italian* often harvest tlio 
o rop*. ThoyarrlvorrnmPhlladoiplila 
nml adjacent cities in largo numbers 
and live In tent* nnd shantiea during 
tlio six weeks thoy ara employed as 
pickers. Hut In Ocean county, which 
co nt nine ma ro acres of cranberry land 
than any othur county in tho itato by 
a largo area, tho picking fs done en- 
tirely by nattva Now Jersey young 
men and womon, girls and boys, lltvra 
and there aa entire family assemble* 
at tho bog* during tha first week In 
September, nnd under an ororsaar pro- 
ceed to gather the pink and nerld fruit. 
without which tha Thanksgiving tur- 
key would bo osledmod a vary ordinary 
bird. 

The price for harvesting Varies from 
forty to fifty cents a bushel, tnys tho 
N. Y. Sun, tha larger sum gono rally 
prevailing, A larger sum Is' paid 
whora tba craps are raoro difficult vo ha 
harvested because of tholr mora 
springy and boggy condition. 

Aa the berries yield protiflcnlly and 
grow not unlike snipes,- except that 
the cluster* aro upon a single atom, 
the picker* earn considerable money. 
Tbo head* ot families put it aside for 
tbelr winter groceries, the girl* for 
tholr finery, and tha bora for horses 
nnd buggies to treat their iweelhourla 
to frequent ride* nnd for gc-to-maetln' 
clothing. A good ornnberry picker 
cosily oarns $2 a day, and t>) 1* not un- 
f roquontly within the roach of tho most 
nimble Ohgora. Tho yield bj rarely be- 
low ICO buihol* to tho aero, and a few 
year* ago over 400 bush eta wero 
harvested from a single acre on tlio 
Hunker Hill bog, four miles from thla 
village. 

n almost every cranberry farm the 
ovttaor* of tho bogs Issue ticket* to 
t'iiJr.wQmpIayes. the tickets represent- 
I Mrts, peaks, and bushels. These 
t-^W i • pasteboard nra Intrusted to tho 
forTmoa, whose place I* what Is known 
ns tho cranberry house, where oaeh 
picker must carry tho harries ns last 
a* thoy arc gathered. There thoy ara 
dumped from usually a peck box or 
basket into a buihol crate, and a ticket 
for four quarts Is Issued to each picker 
us tlij*» berries are turned In. Soma 
notion of the magnitude of thla indus- 
try In Ocean county may bo gathered 
from tha fact that ez-Shoriff Hoi man, 
ono of tho largest growers there, re- 
quires 10,000 tickets to conduct hi* 
famines* with the ptokon during har- 
vest time. 

Tho scene on a cranberry plantation 
In the picking season Is picturesque. 
Hewn upon tholr knees In a long xtg- 
xag line stretching from ono slda of 
tho bog to tho other girls dressed In 
calicoes- nod ginghams, aad with long 
aun-bonnets concealing many pretty 
faces, pick berries next to bright-oy cd 
boys. Tho nicker* chatter all the day 
through. The settlag ot tho sua Is tho 
signal far o",*ong In a choru* whoro 
ovory voice 1» mingled, and "The Old 
Folks nt Home," or tome other (amlllar 
plantation song rings out clear, strong 
and sonorous, waking the echoes of 
the hills around. 

Whon tho plantation is stripped of 
lb* fruit there Is a dance In tbo long 
two-etory cranberry . atorngo house, 
Tho girls, showering to ringlets about 
their face* er streaming la long, dark 
tresso* over tholr plain- cut gowns', and 
tho boys, beardless and rooustacacd, 
congregate and nvralt tho pleasure of 
tho floor manager, to glvo the signal, 
"dot your partner* for a plain quad- 
rille." The fiddler* (at least two, often 
throe ot them), high above the floor, 
upon a platform ot packing crates, ara 
ready to begin the music Away with 
'a rush go twenty sets ot merry makers, 
la and out through the -figure* of tho 
old-fashioned dauco. Tho only inter- 
mission In tfio night's fun fa the on-

The mean tern- 
ueraturu far July, thu warmest month, 
Ia7i! deg. Tliuuvursgutuiiipornlureof 
the three winter' months Is 11.8 dog.; 
t>f the spring, 41.1 tleg.; and of tbo 
■ i minor. 00.1 dcg. The average teni- 
in' rut nro of the fall (Septombcr, Octo- 
ber, and November) is 44.1 deg., or 
three degrees higher than during the 
three months of spring. There nro 
really but two seasons In Dakota, sum- 
mer aud winter; the transition from 
■now to rain, from tha colli of winter 
to the boat of summer, occurring with 
remarkable sudden neas, gone rally In 
March, though sometime* as early na 
February. Duriug tlio month of Jan- 
uary the therm oi n u tor frequently regis- 
ters a verv low temperature, occaamn- 
ly going 40 dog. or moru below zero; 
noil yet, contni.ry to general opinion, 
these days of extreme cold ara not the 
most trying. When It Is the coldest 
the sky Is cloudless and tho sun shines 
with a midsummer splendor, the at- 
mosphere la at perfect rest, and tbo 
crackling of the frost, tho crunching of 
the trodden snow, together with the In- 
toxicating effect of each breath of dry, 
frozen air, create an exhilaration al- 
most indescribable-. An actual In- 
spec tie n of tho thonnomotor is neces- 
aary lo convince one that It Is really so 
cold. The atmosphere, almost abso- 
lutely dovuld of humidity, never pene- 
trates and chills with that cold one 
f vols In tho damp, saturated air of tho 
senbonrd Stales. Tho most disagree- 
able storms of tbo winter occur when 
thu temperature li but a few degrees 
below zero, and are nceompaulcd by 
strong winds, blowing almost a hurri- 
caao, generally from the northwest, 
swirl the dry powdered mow In whirl- 
pools through the air, bewildering 
slock and blinding tlie traveller. On 
such occasions tratUn ia impeded, 
trains aio halted, the farmer makes no 
attempt to feed his Hocks, the wav- 
faror remains housed, or, If unfortun- 
ately caught out upon tho pralrlo (and 
hu Is wise), bo protects himself as well 
as possible, but stirs not a stop until 
tha Sturm lias nassnd. Neither roan 
nor beast can long withstand tho fac- 
ing: of tho keen, pouetratlng blaita or 
ol the blinding particles ol snow. All 
Ideas of distance or of direction are 
loot In tho confusion of the winds and 
tho obscured atmosphere, nnd with- 
out theso lo guide blut the traveler on 
tbo prairies Is as a ship without a com- 
pass. 

Fortunately storms of such sorority 
are neither ol long duration' nor of 
frequent occurrence. The most disas- 
trous one on record was tlio storm 
which swept over tho Territory on the 
12th of January, 18S8, and ' the one 
concerning which tho most woful ex- 
aggerations and 'distortions were cir- 
culated abroad. 

The depth of snow upon tho ground 
la light, when compared with tlio 
snowfall of the Now Lngl and States, of 
Now York, of Michigan, Or Minnesota; 
nnd ovon though tho season may bo 
one of extraordinary severity, the total 
snowfall of a winter is loss than four 
foot. Travel, overland or by rail, Is 
maintained during' tha winter months, 
with'but au occasional Interruption 
from drifts of snow deposited by high 
winds In tha depressions of the road. *

Tell him 
to multiply 9.898,746,322,lofl by 73, 
add 80,072, and divide by GO, and la 
less time than tbo reader can calculate 
itlteub will have tbo answer ready. 

These figures are nnly used as an Il- 
lustration, but they ore simplicity in 
its purest form compared to tome sub- 
mitted to him. Ho has gray eyes, and 
wbon not engaged In exhibiting his 
slrnnga gift they nro entirety free uf 
expression, as though thoy were ol 
daad glass, but have Tiliu In tho excllo- 
mant of figures and a strange glitter, 
something little short of 'an expres- 
sion of maduess, lights I horn up. The 
strangest of this half- wilted fellow's 
accomplishments Is that awakened at 
any hour ho will toll you tho lime to a 
second.
